HOW TO GET RID OF RODENTS. 


Tho Old Bell Trick Is Declared to no tlio 


Most Efficacious. 


A gentleman who has experimented 


and insists that he knows v.'hat ho is 
talking about eays that it is possible 
entirely to cliar promises of rats by a 
simple device. 


One must have a trap that \vill catch 


a live rat. It is a good plaa to chloro- 
form, the creature, as then there is no 
clanger of getting bitten, and the bite of 
a rat is sometimes a very troublesome 
thing. 


Then a tiny, tinkling boll is fastened 


p.rou!id the rat's neck by a Cue, strong 
chain or a wire, with the euds securely 
twisted, so that tho rat may neither slip 
the collar off nor bo caught in any placa 
that it may attempt to crawl through. 


In a few minutes it will recover from 


tho effects of tho chloroform, when it 
should be turned loose in tho cellar, or 
whatever building one chocsea to clear 
of these troublesome tenants. . 


Tho noise o* tbo boll frightens it, and 


it rushes instinctively toward its com- 
rades, and they in turn become frighten 
ed, and a panic tr.kes possession of the 
entire colony. This is certainly a good 
v/ay to banish rats. 


It is suggested that a similar experi- 


ment bo tried on tho ground mole. These 
creatures are said to be exteemely sensi- 
tive to noise, and tho tinkling of a little 
bell through •underground ways might 
bs tho means of driving them out of the 
neighborhood.

How to Cool; Cereals. 


Cereals can be made palatable even to 


those who begin by disliking tlieru if 
they arc prepared properly. Tliey should 
not be boiled cinjply in water, bnt in a 
mist are of equal parts of milk and wa- 
ter. They should net bo stirred, for stir- 
ring makes theia starchy, but coolied in 
a double boiler. 


now to Shoot "on the Wins." 


It is not difficult to shoot a bird "on 


tho wing" with 3, little sensible prac- 
tice. Every human limb is subordinated 
to the eye. It therefore follows that if 
while looking at a bird you -can me- 
chanically bring tho barrel of your gnn 
up exactly in line with your eye, pull- 
ing the trigger tho instant the nroarm 
reaches that point, the bird will be hit. 
Consequently the main essential in 
wing shooting is accuracy and rapidity 
in elevating your gun to your shoulder 
while you gaze at a certain object. This 
can. be practiced just as well with an 
empty gun as with a loaded one, and a 
few weeks' exercise will make you moro 
than a passable marksman. 


How to Use Kerosene For %Iany Purposes 


To clean windows and mirrors add a 


tablespoouf.nl of headlight or kerosene 
oil to a gallon of tepid water. A polish 
will remain on the glass thr.t no more 
friction can give. 


To removo (rait stains saturate tho 


stains with kerosene, rub 'thoroughly 
with baking soda and leave iu tho snn. 


To remove paint from any kind of 


cloth saturate the spot with kerosene and 
rub well. Repeat if necessary. 


To clean brass stair rods, brass bod - 


steads and other brasses, rub v4lth kero- 
sene and rotten stone, put on with a soft 
cloth and polish with a dry cloth, soft 
paper or chamois. 


To remove rust from kettles or other 


ironware Tub with kerosene and let them 
stand. Keep a day and then wash with 
hot water and soap, repeating if neces- 
sary. 


Tarnished lamp burners may be ren- 


dered almost as good as new by boiling 
them in water to which a teaspoonfr.l of 
soda uud a little kerosene have bwn 
added. Then ccour with kerosene and 
scouring brick, and polish with chamois 
or soft leather. 


To clean iron work rnb with a cloth 


dampened with kerosene. 


To renew woodwork and f arnituro rnb 


vrith keroseneKnd tkeiiitith linseed oil. 


To renovate blade walnut furniture 


varnish with black varnish plentifully 
diluted with kerosene. 


now to Bluo Steel. 


In order to blue steel pieces evenly 


tho following will give satisfactory re- 
sults: Fiist blue the object without rny 
special regard to uniformity of color. 
If it proves to be imperfect, take a piece 
01 dead wood that does ii£t crumble too 
easily or of clean pith aud whiten the 
Burfaee with ronge without letting it bo 
too dry. Small pieces thus prepared, if 
cleaned and blued with care, will as- 
Kiuo a very uniform tint. 


Uow to Estimate the V/ciclit cf Cattle. 


The weight of cattle can be ascertain- 


ed by measurement. The girth close be- 
hind the shoulder and tho length from 
the fore parf of the shoulder blade along 
the back to the bone at tho tail, which 
is a vertical lino with the buttoclr, 
should bo measured in feet. Multiply 
the square of the girlh, expressed ia 
feet, by five times the length, and divide 
the product by 21. The quotient is near- 
ly tho weight of tho fora qtiartors in im- 
perial stones of 14 pounds avoirdupois. 
Tn very fat cattle the foro quarters will 
bo about one-twentieth more and in 
vciy lean animals about tho samo pro- 
portion less than the weight obtained 
by the rule. The foro quarters are little 
cicre thun half the weight of tho living 
animal, tho s!;iu weighing about the 
eighteenth part and the tailor/about tho 
twelfth part of tho whole.

AS OTHERS SEE IT. 


[F.oin the AdamB Freeman.] 


The meat of the discussion was the con' 


Bideration of a site for a city hall by the 
finance committee of the town. At a 
meeting of the committee, which is com- 
posed of leading citizens of the town, 
they decided, inasmuch as the district 
court of northern Berkshire had found 
quarters in Mr. Houghton's building at 
the corner of Morris, and Summer streets, 
and the county commissioners had ex- 
pressed themselves willing to provide 
such a place for the court, that it 
would be advisable for the town to pur- 
chase the entire property, after it had 
been fitted up as a city hall, and thus 
insure to the town convenient quar- 
ters, and a permanent source of rev- 
enue from the county to kelp liquidate 
the debt incurred in the purchase. Mr. 
Koughton was seen concerning the matter 
and the plan unfolded to him. He stated 
he would refit the premises, then occupied 
by a most elaborate barn in the rear and 
the town office in front, put the whole 
place in acceptable shape as a city hall, 
and, if the town cared to purchase it en- 
tire, it could have it for $30,000. The 
place, within a minute's walk 
from 


the center of the town and very 
convenient to the railway station, al- 
ready a valuable location, was to fee put 
in shape of an expenditvre of $8000, which 
Mr. Houghton pays, and, as this is satis- 
factory to the committee, work was begun 
in altering the premises which will be 
completed before the vote's are called 
upon to accept or reject the proposition 
of purchase. The revenue to be obtained 
from ths premises consists of an annual 
rental of f900 per year which the county 
will pay for the court room, and the town 
will save its rental which it would have to 
pay annually, a considerable amount. 
Figuring the matter down, the committee 
computes the town will save $1100 a year 
in taking the premises, and, therefore, de- 
cided to indorse the purchase and advise 
the same, also advising that the select- 
men call a town meeting next Saturday 
to act on the matter. 
When the proposition was first an- 
nounced, the opposition to the purchase 
was sprung and harped day after day, 
and then finally succumbed. Since then 
the finance committee has again sanc- 
tioned the purchase, showing that their 
support is unwavering and their judg- 
ment firm. The committee is composed 
of Col. John Bracewell, James E. Hun- 
ter, C. H. Cutting, W. H. Gaylord, F. A. 
Walker, Samuel Vadner, F. D. Stafford, 
V. A. Whittaker.E. S. Wilkinson,Timothy 
Collins, T. W. Sykes, Jamfs A. Bradley, 
N. B. Flood, Geo. F. Miller, C. Q. Rich- 
mond, P. J. Ashe, Fred F. Dowlin, M. E. 
Couch and S. Proctor Thayer. 


There should be no doubt about the 


matter of decision when it comes before 
the voters next Saturday. The voice of 
North Adams citizenship will then be 
heard with no uncertain sound, and, un- 
less that citizenship is susceptible to 
tricks that are vain and ways that are 
dark, the purchase of the Houghton 
property will be made secure. 


"It is not good policy," says the Boston 
Journal, "in war or in politics, to follow 
the plan mapped out for you by your an- 
tagonists." 
The saying applies very 
aptly to the local situation regarding the 
sheriff. The democrats are very anxious 
to have the Republicans nominate a cer- 
tain man for this o.fic'e, and are mapping 
out this plan with much energy. Jh«lr 
newspapers are advocating it and the 
members of the party are encouraging it 
with great persistency. But the republi- 
cans recognize the fact that it is not good 
policy to have their politics arranged by 
the other fellows, particularly when the 
other fellows are led by the Crosbys. 
Of 
course their scheme for getting the nomi- 
nation for the man whom they consider 
the weakest one. is very pretty, but. like 
many other schemes it has this fatal 
weakness; it will not work.

DISEASE IS NOT A JOKE. 


In spite of the silly and ridiculous arti- 


cles appearing in the local press, attempt- 
ing to ridicule and discredit the serious 
ness of a pure water supply and the find- 
ing of the cause of prevalent disease here, 
the fact remains that disease is etill with 
us and its cause is unknown, while no one 
can tell the people of this town whether 
its water is pure or impure. This is no 
subject matter for jests or jokes. "Only 
nine deaths from typhoid since June 1" 
has not struck the TRANSCRIPT as a par- 
ticularly jocose fact nor as a light and 
trifling matter. Nor has the inefficiency 
of that misnamed board of health struck 
us as a matter to be hushed up longer. 


It is nothing less than an outrage upon 


the people of this town that its health of- 
ficers and its prudential committee seem 
powerless to ascertain whether there is 
death and poison lurking in the public 
water supply or not, and what are the 
sources of disease that is claiming its vic- 
tims almost dairy. 


The people want to know. That la al- 


they ask, and they have a right to ask 
and a right to know. And now it is hoped 
that our several boards for the encourage- 
ment of anything but health will wake 
out of their lethargy. They show signs 
of it, and we congratulate them. It is 
high time, for even today several new 
cases of typhoid fever are reported. 


The Republicans of Massachusetts have 
shown their appreciation of excellent ser- 
vice by renominating Governor Green- 
halge and all the other state officers. They 
have proved themselves most efficient and 
upright officials, and there is no doubt 
that the voters of the Bay State will make 
sure of their services for another term. 
The Republican platform goes well with 
the candidates. It is clear and strong. 
The Massachusetts Democrats declared 
for a return to wildcat banking, with all 
its attendant currency evils.

Heir 
Liobkneoht's speech was enthusiastically 
applauded.

Tho Socialists wished 
to veil it during the sessions of their con- 
gress, but they wore prevented from doing 
so by'Uie police, whereupon the chairman 
remarked that it the deliberations did not 
disturb Emperor Frederick, his portrait 
would not incommode the Socialists.

Tlieir children are 
VTalrto, himself a sculptor; Julian, who 
iiiarricd Emma Eames, and a daughter, 
who married Sis. Poruzzi, a descendant 
of the fumou'; Florentine house. 


William Welmore Story, artist, sculptor 


and pnet, \v;w born at Salem, Mass., Feb. 
12, 1S19, and was the son of Joseph Story, 
associate justice o£ tho supreme court ot 
the United States, aud the famous com- 
mentator on the constitution. 
He was 


graduated at Harvard iu 18^8, and at Us 
law department 111 IS 10, where he studied 
under his father's direction. Ho was ad- 
mitted to the bar and devoted his atten- 
Uou largely to the prcparat ion of law re- 
ports and a treatise o'l contracts. At the 
s.ime time lie vs us a frequent, contributor 
of both prose nnd verse to the Boston 
Miscellnuy and other periodicals. 


Mr. Story was the poet of h.s class and 


In 1844 delivered the Phi Beta K.ippa 
poem at Harvard on "Nature and Art," 
in which he indicated the tasks which 
were to go\era his future life. His first 
volume of poems was published in 1847, 
nnd in 1830 he- delivered a poo:n at the 
dedication of the stutue of Beethoven at 
the Bobtou Music hall. 


Mxny Tributes to Hi* Skill. 


In 1848 his fondness for art led to his 


going to Italy, where he had ever since re- 
sided, devoting his attention chiefly to 
sculpture. His statue of his father in tho 
chapel of Mt. Auburn cemetery, of EJ- 
w.ird Exerctt in the Boston Public Gar- 
den, busts of James Russell Lowell, Theo- 
dore Parker and Jusinh Quincy, and the 
sitting statue of Ohio' Justice Marshall, 
in front of the west terrace of the Capitol 
at Washington, are well-known examples 


j of his art, and he modeled a bronze statue 


of George Feabudy, winch was erected in 
London in 188'J, ami a replica of which 
was presented, in 188S, to tho city of Balti- 
more, through tho liberality of lioberc 
Garrutt. 


He was a United States commissioner 


on fine arts to tha World's fair at Paris iu 
187S), anil has received decorations from 
France and Italy, Mr. Story held a pro- 
fessorship iu tho Academia Degh Arcadi 
S'.e. Cecilia, and had received the degree 
of LL.D. in the university of Oxford and 
an honorary degiee from the university of 
Bologna

Sooth 
anniversary. 


Among his other works arc "Sappho," 
"S.iul," "Djlilah," "Helen," "Judith," 
"Sardauapalus," ''Jerusalem In Her Des- 
olation'1 aud "'i'hetis and Achilles." 


His "Clcupatfa" and "Semiramis" are 


now in the Metropolitan Museum of Art, 
in Xew York city. Mr. Story was also au 
accomplished musician. Since his re&i- 
Tence abroad he had published 'Life and 
Le ters of Joseph Story," a volume of 
poems and numerous other books of 
poetry, essays and iu other departments of 
literature.

LAST OF JHE SEASON, 


An Interesting Bulletin From tho 


Weather Bureau 
Officials. 


Review of the Condition of 


the Past Year, 


Season as a Whole Has B;en Faviraii!* For 


Crop Advancemonts. 


BOSTON, Oct. 8. — Tho Now England 


weather bureau Issues the following bul- 
letin, tho last of tho season of 11393: 


Generally clear weather has prevailed 


during the week, with warm, sunshiny 
days and cold nights. Killing frosts have 
occurred in tho valleys, but many hill 
towns in both the north and south are 
sail free from damage by cold weathar, 
and late corn, tomatoes, vines, etc., ara 
growing uninjured. The clear weather 
has been improved, ami harvesting of all 
crops is well under way. Apple picking 
is not a large task this year in all central 
and northern districts, and the quality of 
the apples is very poor. Insect pests have 
worked on them badly, and they are re- 
ported small and poor-looking. It is pos- 
sible that tho result from the lack of 
birds, is being felt to a greater cxteuton 
fruit this year than was expected. The 
fruit trees have generally made a good 
growth. 


The drought is getting to be serious in 


a great part of Xe\v England, though noc 
so much in injury to surface crops as to 
ihevsellsaud springs. Northern sections 
especially are suffering, and wells are dry- 
that have never failed before, and rivers 
are lowest for years. At Belfast, Me., a 
large part of tho wells iu town are dry. 
Mills on the St. Croix and Deimys rivers 
in eastern Maine have stopped for want of 
water, and electric power stations iu other 
towns ha\ e had to shut down. In parts 
of Connecticut wells are dry that did not 
get dry all last year. Much rain will be 
needed to fill up the reservoirs before 
the ground freezes. 


The effect ot the drought on the top of 


the ground has been to cause apples to 
fall, reduce feed in pastures and shorten 
the second crop of grass, and damage fall 
seeding of grass and grain. 


A Glance at the Past. 


Tho winter o£ 1894-1895 was termed a 


"hard, oid-fashioned winter," especially in 
southern New England, giving continued 
ciiUl weather and more snow than u»ual. 
The abundant snow served to protect 
grass and grain roots, however, and 
very little damage was done to those or to 
fruit. 


Much cool weather prevailed in April, 


and iu central districts there was an ex- 
cessive precipitation, with one of the most 
damaging floods on record in north cen- 
tral districts, 
The rain delayed farm 


work ou intervales, but it started the frost 
ami snowbanks, and at the end of tho 
month some work had been done ID the 
north, but was backward in tho south. 


The second week in May was unusually 


•warm, and all vegetation made a rapid 
growth. Tho fruit buds came out so fast 
that they were considerably injured by the 
cold weather following, especially in the 
valleys in the northern states. 
Cran- 


berries were damaged also. 


June was warmer and drier than normal. 


From the 5th to the 25th very little rain- 
fall came, and all crops were affected by 
1ho dry weather. 
Grass especially suf- 


fered, and iu the south all uplands were 
prematurely ripe, and catting was begun 
very early. With the last weok of the 
month abundant rains came for surface 
saturation, and the month of July opened 
with very favorable prospects for all 
farmers. On meadows grass was thicken- 
ing up well, pastures were generally good 
and newly cut fields were showing very 
green. Corn was looking especially well. 


Cooler Ttiiin Uaual* 


July was coaler and drier than the nor- 


mal in the north and northwest, but with 
more than the usu'il amount of precipita- 
tian in the southeast. Much cloudiue&s 
prevailed with frequent showers, and hay- 
making wus carried on under rather poor 
conditions. Pastures were unusually lux- 
uriant, however, except in the northwest; 
the second crop of grass promised well, 
and most Held crops were growing very 
fast. 


Both the maximum and minimum tem- 


peratures were lower than are usually re- 
corded in Auprust. Tho nights were gen- 
erally cool, and light frosts were experi- 
enced in valleys on tho morning of the 
'.'2X The rain was well distributed, and 
although less than the normal amount 
of grass and all field crops did well in 
most places, favorable weather prevailed . 
for harvesting, and most grain w,i<> gath- 
ered in good shape. Tobacco was cut and I 
housed in splendid condition, and its 
quality was reported above tho average. . 
The showors wore not heavy enough, how- ! 
ever, to fill up springs, and all water 
reservoirs were lower than they are often 
found at this time of year. 


\Viile Uaiigro of Thermometer. 


September was a month of extremes in 


temperature, with light precipitation, nnd 
with several severe local storms. On tho 
15th a frost was experienced in most val- 
leys, and considerable damage was done 
in the northern states. The 21st to the 23d 
gave unusually 
warm weather, with 


strong drying winds, and newly seeded 
ground was dried—apples, ungathered 
fruit and tomatoes were badly scalded. 
The rain was not suCicieut for surfo^ 
growth, and pastures were reported iu 
<(ioor condition generally. 
Apples have 


tropped badly. 


The season as a whole has been very 


favorable for crop advancement, and it 
clones with most crops harvested in extra 
lino condition. Corn especially is very 
sound and line and has cured well. Al- 
though, tortile most part, showers have oc- 
curred with sufficient frequency for crops, 
there have been no long rains during the 
summer, and the defbiency for the year 
amounts to 10 inches and over in many 
parts of New England. 


Correspondent*' Aid Appreciated. 


In closing the crop bulletin issue for 


this season we wish to publicly thank tho 
correspondents who have sent weekly re- 
ports. The issue of bulletins this year 
has been the largest ever sent out iu New 
England, as we are mailing weekly nearly

portance are due entirely to tho careful, ac- 
curate and regular reports ot the corre- 
spondents.

Have Grievances Which May. Cause 


Another Strike at Fall River. 


Slashers Likely to Ask Wear- 


ers to Quit Work. 


Figures Show Fall River Mil! Dividends For 


Past Ten Years. 


FALL RIVER, Mass., Oct. 8.—A novel 


sort of strike is on at the Merchants' mills 
aud bids fair to be a prolonged one. A 
young man who had worked about sizing 
machines three years was given a machine 
to run on his own account about a month 
sigo. In four or five days tho other men 
decided not to labor with him because he 
was not a member ot the union. 


The mill authorities, to avoid trouble, 


consented to wait until tho learner's name 
had been acted qn by the union, but before 
notion was taken the machine's production 
was needed, and he ag<uu went on operat- 
ing It. A strike resulted by order of the 
Slasher Tenders' union, five men leaving 
work. Their places were filled. On Satur- 
day one new man was induced to leave his 
place, and tho vacancy was soon filled. 
Yesterdny two slasher tenders in No. 3 
mill were called out, although no trouble 
existed there, but tho union sought, to in- 
fluence the authorities in this manner. 
The vacancies were filled yesterday after- 
noon. 


Manufacturers have given Agent Bordcn 


to understand that he will bo given every 
assistance in the power of the association 
The slasher tenders are equally firm and 
say they will soon have the weavers ou 
tho streets, because poor warps are now 
being furnished.

The average of the Union mill includes 


an extra dividend of 50 per cent paid in 
1842. In 1887 the capital of the Granite was 
increased from $100,1100 to $800,000, and the 
pur value of shares was reduced from $1000 
to $100, and 10 shares of new stock given 
for one share ot old. The capital of the 
American linen was increased in 1SS9 
from $400,000 to 8800,000, and the pur value 
of shares reduced from $400 to $100, and 
eight shares of new stock given for one 
share of old. Excluded from the Granite 
mill average is a stock dividend of 100 pel- 
cent declared in 1S93. 


The Anawan mill paid nothing, and the 


Durfeu and Iron Works are private cor- 
porations.
